; effect wc have the rxpre.ss testimony of 

■ the author of ‘‘Ecce Dens ’; and his testi- 
' moiiy should be decisive. The same 
! author indeed could not have writ- 
ten both works without having under- 

' gone n revolution of opinion in the 
: brief interval. ‘ Ecce Dens ’ i.s not the 
j complement of “Ecce Homo,'' nor yet is 
I it a “reply" to the latter work, as the 
I author himself takes thc pains to say, but, 

' to nse Lis own words, it “claims to be an

Philadelphia: J. B. Lippincott 
A Co. — Mr. Dixon, the author of this 
work, is the Editor of the London Athe- 
na-uni, and llio author of “The Holy 
Ijond,’’ ‘■William Penn,” aud various 
other works. He is a professional writer, 
and an admirable one. Uc is also an ex- 
perienced and observ.int traveller. He 
clservcs with accuracy, and communi- 
cates hi* observations not only with fidel- 
ity aud freedom bat with force and liveli- 
ness. He sees all that is to be seen, and 
tells it so that it may be realized. He is 
a competent observer and a graphic 
writer. He is not, however, a philo.so- 
pher. He does not generalize facts as 
ably as he describes them. Far from it. 
Indeed, hi* attempts at generalization are 
uniformly weak. He khould describe 
facts, and then *top. His true vocation 
ends there. 

J!r. Dixon's mentaf character, as we 
have here sketched it, is very faithfully re- 
flected in the present work, though it is 
but fair to say that bis attempts at geiier- 
alization cut relatively a small figure, the 
bulk of the volume being occupied by the 
description of his observations, in which de- 
partment, as we have intimated, ^is power 
is incontestable. Ue has the good 
sense to do most of what he does best 
The volume is entertaining in the 
exitcmc. It is not merely workman- 
like in form but novel in matter. It de- 
pict.s elaborately what preceding observers 
Loth native and foreign Lave either pasted 
by or only glanced at. It ransacks the 
arcana of our institutions, dragging into 
the light their hidden anomalies. All 
sorts of readers will keenly relish it. It 
will charm the most superficial and in- 
struct or put in the way of self-instruction 
the most intelligent and profound.

A mysterious aft’air, involving a murder 
and the disappearance of a ]>romir.eiit 
physician, is attracting the attention of 
the New York police. On Friday night, 
about twelve o'clock, the physician was 
arou.sed by loud knocking at his door. On 
answering the untimely call he was 
accosted by three men, who stood await- 
ing his coming on the midewalk fronting 
his house, one of whom approached him 
and poinjiiigto a coach that btoud in the 
street, in a hurried whisper told him that 
a person bad snddenlr died in tbe neigli- 
boi hood and that he and his companions 
were desirous that he (the physician) 
should go in the coach along with them 
and perform a post mortem examination 
on the body of toe doceased. Procnring 
1 his surgical instruments he entorerl the 
coach and was driven safely otf. 

On airlviiigat the house where the body 
of the deccftscil (a woman) lay, the phy- 
sician at a glance perceived that she had 
j come to her death by violent means, and, 
while appearing to lie ignorant of the real 
cRU.'e of her demise, he left the place with 
the intention oi relurning to ni.s house 
and making out a certificate of death to 
facilitate the burial of the body*. Iiiste.vd 
ot going to his residence, however, on 
leaving the house of the dead he immedi- 
ately repaired to the station-hou.'C, where 
be laid the facts of his midnight adventure 
before the cflicer in charge. Ue then left 
thc stuiIoii-Louse, and immediate steps 
I were taken by the police to arrest ihe'par- 
I ties who had solicited the physician's .ser- 
vices. To their utter consternation, how- 
ever, the officers who were detailed to 
make the arrest, on arriving at the place 
where the dead bod.v of the woman had 
been seen by the doctor, could find no 
trace whatever of either the corpse or the 
three men. As yet the body has not been 
found, and what m.ikes the whole affair 
more mysterious than ever is that the phy- 
sician has not been seen or heard of since 
he left the stution-bouse after giving tne 
police information of the death ot the wu- 
man. 

.4 Binguiiir Funeral. 

Some weeks ago there died in the vicin- 
ity of Lake Superior a young married la- 
dy, formerly of this city, and a member of 
one of our leading churches. She was 
early impressed with the importance of 
the missionary work, and engaged in it ia 
a modified foim by teaching a freedinen’s 
school in Virginia. Shortly after her 
marriage she accompanied her husband 
to a distant settlement near Lake .Supe- 
rior. Here she died, first requesting that 
her remains might be brought to the fam- 
ily tCmb in Greenwood Cemetery. 

In accordance with this dying req;iesl, 
the Lus'uaiid placed the coffined remains 
in his sleigh and started towards civiliza- 
tion. For two hundred and fifty miles he 
journeyed with his dead wife in the vehi- 
cle, passing through almost trackless for- 
ests and over snow-covered phiin.s, only 
stopping nt the itif'r< queiR settlements t'J 
procure food for himself aud horse. At 
thc nearest railway the remains were 
transferred from the sleigh to the car.s, 
and thus brought on to New York, and 
last week interred in Greenwood. —Xew 
Vorl: (Jaitlle.

Turanian history, has not yet been ascer 
lained. A guard has been stationed on 
t!;e spot to protect the mysterious city 
from depredations, until the arrival of 
further oiders from the Governor of Oren- 
burg. 

CuKK.'-i: Factories i>' Massachcsetts. 
According to a report of the .annual meet- 
ing of the Massachusetts Cheese .Mauu- 
fuaturers Association, held last mouth, 
there are ten factories in the State repre- 
senting a capital ill building.s and fi.xtures 
of $4 t,:kiO 27. These factories have made 
the past year, 1,100,9^0 pounds of cheese 
from the milk of J,000 cows. Eight of the 
tailorios Lave sold their cheese, 1,03 1, bSH 
pound.*, which brought to the farmers, af- 
ter paying all expenses, $IGS,S50 itl. 

'I liese i'actories employ, some one man 
aud two girls, and some two men and one 
girl. * It takes about ten pounds of milk 
to make one of cheese. Operations are 
commenced in April and continued until 
November. Net prices of cheese sold 
from fifteen to sixteen ceiit.s per pound. 
Two of the factories are in Barrc, two in 
Hardwick, one in South Adams, one iu 
New Braintree, one in Feter.sliam, one iii 
Warreiiton, one iu West Brookfield, aud 
one in Wilbrahara.

About a Ret ri lied Body. 

A letter from Vicksburg, of recent date, 
gives an interesting account of the Na- 
Lotial Cemetery, locate<l two iiitles north 
of that city, on a beautiful height over- 
lo(‘king the majestic Mi.ssi.-tsippi river — 
lut.d ill which i.i to be deposited the re- 
luuins of from tliiriy to forty thousand 
Union soldiers, all hclonging to Western 
Stste.s. It comprises forty acres, pur- 
thared by the Government for that pur- > 
pose. '1 he remains uf all that have been 
buried between Helena. Arkau.sas, and 
Giaiid Gulf Missis.tippi. on the Mississip- 
pi river, together with tho.se of Champion 
Hill, and in the Ya-/oo district, are to he i 
removed to this cemetery. Tliose interred 
between Grand Gulf and the month of , 
Red river. are_^ be removed to cemete- 
ries at Natch*^ Both of these cemete- 
ries are in charge uf Captain J. W. Southy, 
Assistant Quartermaster United States 
Army. 

The very tasteful manner in which 
Captain Suulhy is having the cemetery 
laid out, and the work prosecutevi, reHectg 
credit alike upon himself and the Govern- 
ment. He has in bis employ l'>0 Irish and 
L'lO freedmen in the District of Mississippi. 
The exhumation of dead soldiers is not 
let out to contractors, but tbe work is 
superintended liv Captain Southy in per- 
son, the clerks and agents being eSi ployed 
hy Government af a monthly salary, thus 
having no chance for specnlation on the 
bones of our heroic dead. It is estimated 
that the cost to the Government of exhum- 
ing and reinterring will not exceed $2 per 
body, exclusive of coffins. They were i 
made by contract, and delivered at ninety [ 
cents each. Captain .Southy has procured i 
unthority from the .Secretary of War to j 
use some seven large columbiad guns that 
had been captured from the reliels to ' 
decorate tbe cBmetery, cue of which ha.s 
been placed in lie;: of the marble monu- | 
meat that ha.-; been picked and chipped i 
to pieces, to mark the site of the inter- 1 
view between Generals Grant and Peni- 
l>erton. The old marble one now stands 
at the railroad depot.

The Ei-i.lp.se or the Sfx. — The eclipse 
of tbe sun on the Gth of March, I'uough 
imperfectly observed in England on ac- 
count of the clondy condition of the sky, 
afforded to observers more favorably sit- 
uated an opportunity to note down many 
interesting phenomena. A writer in the 
London Times relates his own observa- 
tions, and states that the profile of the 
moon was plainly seen on the sun. The 
mountains on the dark margin of the 
moon were beautifully projected upon the 
luminous disc behind, the protuberances 
on the southeast side of the moon being 
the most prominent, the Liebnitz Moun- 
tains standing out in bold relief. He 
further notes a rare phenomenon in the 
following terms: 

While altering the focus of the eye-piece 
to suit the rapidly-changing coiiditions 
under which I was observing. 1 noticed 
that the Hying clouds appeared to h.tve a 
somewhat granular texture. Throwin(» tb* 
telescope far more out of foens — that is to 
say, arranging it so that the instrument 
would be in focus upon the clouds, I at 
once found that a tremendous snuw-storm 
was taking place in mid air. 

The temperature of the air is indicated 
by the thermometer being at this time 
nearly forty degrees Fahrenheit, a.-t shown 
by the readings given a'uove, only an oc- 
casional tlakeof snow reached the groun'l. 
Indeed, so little fell that the thermometer, 
wLii-h was exposed, continued to rise. 

“ihe barometer, which stood at 2:i.(>lt5 
in., not reduced, fell lo2!».XS9in. about 
half an Lour before this storm of s^now 
was observed. The dense ma.sses of ilriv- 
ing snow passing before tbe luminous 
disc of the sun, seen in the large aperture

those who are so unfortunate as to get but 
35 or to eggs annually from each biddy. 

My flock consists of twelve pullets. 

' (eight Brahmas, three Black Spanish, and 
: one white Leghorn,) hatched about the 1st 
! of May. Thsy commenced laying the 1st 
I of December, but kept no aecouut of the 
j eggs till the commencement of the year 
I In January I got lt>4 eggs, worth 45 
' cents a dozen; in February 231, worth 4’t 
• cenf.s. making for the two months an ar- 
I erage of nearly 33 eggs. One week iu 
i February they laid 70. 
i They are kept in a sm.tll barn cellar, 
comfortably warm, and fed each morning 
with corn ana oat meal mixed warm, and 
occasionally seasoned with cayenne pep- 
' per, and whole corn and obta each after- 
' noon. Also boiled potatoes and pork 
scrap.s or fresh meat two or three times a 
week, making the expense about 23 cents 
each per month, with corn at $2 70 a bag 
and oats $l 70. They have b supply of 
sbiid lo work in; also, wood or coal o.*he.* 
to dust in.
